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AN ACT concerning public utilities.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Public Uilities Act is anended by

changi ng Section 10-106 as foll ows:

(220 I'LCS 5/10-106) (fromCh. 111 2/3, par. 10-106)

Sec. 10-106. Subpoenas. Al subpoenas issued under the
terme of this Act may be served by any person of full age.
The fees of witnesses for attendance and travel shall be the
same as fees of witnesses before the circuit courts of this
State, such fees to be paid when the witness is excused from
further attendance, when the wtness is subpoenaed at the
i nstance of the Comm ssion, or any comm ssioner or hearing
exam ner; and the disbursenents nade in the paynent of such
fees shall be audited and paid in the sanme manner as are
other expenses of the Comm ssion. Wenever a subpoena is
i ssued at the instance of a conplainant, respondent, or other
party to any proceedi ng before the Comm ssion, the Conm ssion
may require that the cost of service thereof and the fee of
the witness shall be borne by the party at whose instance the
witness is sumoned, and the Comm ssion shall have power, in
its discretion, to require a deposit to cover the cost of
such service and wtness fees and the paynment of the | egal
witness fee and mleage to the wtness when served wth
subpoena. A subpoena issued as aforesaid shall be served in
t he sanme manner as a subpoena issued out of a court.

Any person who shall be served with a subpoena to appear
and testify, or to produce books, papers, accounts or
docunents, issued by the Comm ssion or by any comm ssioner or
hearing examner, in the course of an inquiry, investigation

or hearing conducted under any of the provisions of this Act,
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and who refuse or neglect to appear, or to testify, or to
produce books, papers, accounts and docunents relevant to
said inquiry, investigation or hearing as commanded in such
subpoena, shall be guilty of a Class A m sdeneanor.

Any circuit court of this State, upon application of the
Comm ssion, or a conm ssioner or hearing examner, nmay, in
its discretion, conpel the attendance of wtnesses, the
producti on of books, papers, accounts and docunents, and the
giving of testinony before the Comm ssion, or before any such
comm ssioner or hearing examner, by an attachnent for
contenpt or otherwise, in the same manner as production of
evi dence may be conpell ed before the court.

The Conmm ssion or a comm ssioner or hearing exam ner or
any party may in any investigation or hearing before the
Comm ssi on, cause the deposition of witnesses residing within
or without the State to be taken in the manner prescribed by
law for |like depositions in civil actions in the courts of
this State and to that end nay conpel the attendance of
W tnesses and the production of papers, books, accounts and
docunents.

The Comm ssion may require, by order served on any public
utility in the manner provided herein for the service of
orders, the production wthin this State at such tinme and
pl ace as it may designate, of any books, accounts, papers or
docunents kept by any public utility operating within this
State in any office or place without this State, or, at its
opti on, verified copies in lieu thereof, so that an
exam nation thereof may be made by the Comm ssion or under
its direction.
